Minutes of the May 3 rd . 2003 

CWNA Special Board Meeting 

The meeting was called to order at 1:18 pm 
by President Howard Hinsey at the Village Inn 
Restaurant in Castle Rock, Co. All officers and 
board members were present with the exception 
of Allen Nye and Jerry Svoboda. Allen Nye was 
represented by Jerry Morgan through a general 
voting proxy. Other members in attendance 
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were Gail Baker, Ron Zimmer, Bob Thayer and 
Gene Murren. Chris Connell of Colorado 
Springs attended as a guest and joined our 
organization at the beginning of the meeting. 

Howard Hinsey gave a brief, general 
President’s report. The “Minutes” of the Feb. 8, 
2003 annual membership meeting were approved 
as published in the March 1,2003 “Newsletter.” 
The “Minutes” of the Feb 8,2003 annual board 
meeting were approved as published in the same 
“Newsletter” upon inclusion of the following 
paragraph that was inadvertently left out: 

“The President proposed that the board 
consider in the future establishing a grant 

program whereby a member club could make 

application for grant money for numismatic 

projects.” 

The Secretary/Treasurer also submitted a 
written “Treasurer’s Report” which reported a 
net decrease in asset value for 2003 of $1,393.78 
at $21,841.33.1 was approved unanimously. 

Old Business 

Steve Patterson summarized his report on 
options for establishing a CWNA web site. 
Motion was approved unanimously that Steve 
Patterson act as webmaster in setting up a web 
site through Goecities. 

Motion was made that we donate $500.00 
toward the publishing of the ANA booklet 
describing the “Mountains of Money - the 
Colorado Story” special ANA museum exhibit. 
Passed unanimously. 

Executive Session 

The Board went into closed session. No 
official action was taken. 

Old Business cont. 

Under the subject of grants to local clubs a 
motion was made that the CWNA make funds 
available on a case by case basis to CWNA 
member clubs to be used for numismatic 
purposes. Passed unanimously. Howard Hinsey 
appointed Jerry Morgan, Tom Hallenbeck and 
Gail Baker to a By-laws Review Committee. 

The President appointed a committee of 
Steve Paterson and Ron Zimmer to outline 
requirements for the Coin Fair and recommend 
refinements and seek host clubs. The Editor 
agreed to write an article on the subject. 

New Business 

Regarding the educational program to be 


conducted by Bill Arnold at the Denver Coin 
Expo May 17,2003; Tom Hallenbeck to bring 
the presentation set of CWNA medals and 50 
year plaque for ANA membership. Jerry 
Morgan to bring ANA life membership award 
certificate, Bill Arnold to prepare hand-out. 

Club table to have applications, “Newsletter,” 
Banner, and will be manned at least part of the 
hours of the show. 

There was a general discussion defining 
priorities for CWNA funds. 

The ‘Newsletter” Editor will e-mail content 
to President for review prior to publishing. 
Editor will establish guidelines for “letters to 
the editor.” Motion passed unanimously that 
business card size adds be accepted from 
members only for inclusion in the ‘Newsletter” 
with fee to be set by Editor. Motion approved 
unanimously that the CWNA pay meals of 
appointed positions at “meal” meetings. 

There was general discussion concerning 
setting guidelines for board business by e-mail. 
It proved to be a complicated issue and no 
action was taken. 

Motion passed unanimously that President 
appoint Gene Murren as Program Coordinator 
to develop a program data base of speakers and 
programs that is available to member clubs. 

The meeting was adjourned at 5:30pm.

The Board established a committee to review 
the By-Laws and recommend changes and 
clarifications if required. The Board voted to 
allow business card size advertising for members 
in the Newsletter. The Board appointed Gene 
Murren as a coordinator to develop a list of 
programs and speakers which could be 
published to assist local clubs in presenting 
programs at their meetings. 

The CWNA sponsored a seminar at the 
Denver Coin Expo which proved to be 
successful.

Rather than attempt to give a “progress” 
report, I will note a few items that should be of 
interest to some of the “new” members and 
maybe a few “old” ones, also. 

The Colorado Wyoming Numismatic 
Association was formed at a formation meeting 
in June 1952. At that meeting the articles of 
incorporation and the bylaws were amended 
and approved, a president, 3 vice presidents, 
secretary/treasurer and 5 governors were 
elected. The annual dues were to be $1, but a 
50 cent “initiation” fee was added. Some 
interesting items were included in these first 
by-laws., such as a quorum “shall consist of at 
least 9 members from 3 counties”, “ two elected 
officers shall not belong to the same local coin 
club” and “there shall be an annual 
convention/meeting each year in November.” 
These items seemed to disappear in later years, 
but thru the years it there were at least four 
major reviews/rewrites of the by-laws and 
countless amendments. 

The first convention/meeting was held in 
November 1952 in Greeley. This meeting had 
bourse, exhibits and an auction. At that 
time there were 107 members on the rolls and a 
picture I have shows approximately 80 persons 
attending the meeting/banquet. The treasurer’s 
report showed a balance of $60.87. At a later 
meeting it was decided to define “charter” 
members as those with membership numbers up 
to and including 107. We are now issuing 
numbers in the low 900's. I will try to include a 
table in the history to show the number of 
members in each of the past 50 years, but in 
some cases there are “no” membership lists in 
the files. 

Did you know that CWNA has had 20 different 
medals “minted”? These were used for various 
occasions, such as “handout” at Denver shows, 
for service, exhibit awards (including 
participation, as well as winning in competitive 
classes). These were of various medals 
including aluminum, gold-plated, silver, 
nickel-silver and bronze. Some have special 
reverses. If you check the next trip to the flea 
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market or coin show you might find some of the 
“collectible” items. Last year I saw a couple 
displayed in a dealer’s case at a Denver show. 
Total mintage figures on any of these items are 
in doubt, but I will attempt to include a “best” 
estimate in the history, At this time numbers 
seem to vary from “hundreds” to something in 
the 20 to 50 area.
